along the fide of the Po, till he is out of the

From the BruffelsGazette, dated Sept. 2. 
Riga, Auguft ro. Yefterday Major Lewen- 
bourg arriv’d here from Dorpat, and Pives ‘a 
oe Account of the Siege and Surren- 
er of that Place ; viz. That the Garrifon 
being extreamly weaken’d by the frequent 
Affaults they had fuftain’d, and the Sallies 
they had made.; the Fortifications being ru- 
in’'d by the Artillery of the Befiegers , the 
Houfes of the Town oe down by the Rombs, 
their Ammunition and Provifions almoft all 
fpent, and no Succour to be hop’d for ;. they 
etermin’d at length to furrender, and make 
the beft Capitulation they could. Accord- 
ingly the 23d of July, Brigadier Skyt, who 
‘commanded in Chief in the Place, beat a 
Parley; Hoftages were.exchang’d, and after 
fome Conteft the Capitulation was fign'd the 
fame day ; purfuant to which the Garrifon 
march’d out the 24th. It was agreed, that 
the Governour, Collonel Meyerkrantz , ‘arid 
the chief Officers, fhould be conducted to 
Nerva; and the other Officers and Soldiers, 
part to Pernau and part hither. The Czar on 
“Horfeback, his Simitar in his Hand, faw the 
*Garrifon march out; and afrerwards enter'd 
into the Place, and made the Inhabitants rake 
‘an-Oath of Fidelity tochim, caufing a Glafs 
of Brandy to be given to cach of thein as 
they were Sworn. He order'd the Militia to 


be difarm'd, and fent them to their refpeive 


homes to follow their ufual Employments. 
And Direétions for the Breaches 
erks to be repait'd, he left-a Ply- 
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ing Camp to cover the Workmen, and with 
the reft ofhis Troops march’d towards Nerva, 
to joyn the Army that has for fome time 
block’d up that Place, and to befiege it in 
Form.
